No Wonder Europeans rind Life in 


America So Exciting 


By Caleb Johnson 


The most interesting thing about 


America, in the eyes of foreigners, 
is the speed with which we change 
our habits, customs and way of liv- 
ing. Life in America seems very ex- 
citing to Europeans, accustomed to 
a social structure in which every in- 
dividual is fixed in his job or social 
position, and never moves out of it. 


In America the only constant 


thing is change. And our lives, our 
businesses, our whole scheme of ex- 
istence, are predicted upon the pro- 
bability that, whatever we may be 
doing this year, the chance is better 
than even "that we will have to do 
something else next year. Wherever 
we live tiday. we may be living a 
thousand miles away tomorrow. 


One of the principal causes of this 


constant shifting of bases is the 
speed with which new inventions 
are developed and put into practical 
and general use. They affect every- 
body to some degree; they probably 
affect the farmer more than they do 
any other single class. 


Twenty years ago there were eigh- 


teen million acres of farm land in 
the United States growing fodder 
for horses, for example. Now 25,- 
000,000 motor vehicles have displac- 
ed the horses and these machines get 
their fodder from the oil wells. The 
blacksmith and the wheelwright have 
disappeared, but in their places we 
have a million and a half men work- 
ing for wages as drivers of motor 
trucks, to say nothing of the garage 
workers and other people employed 
in looking after the rest of the 
great motor-driven fleet. 


These men have been taken away 


from the farms. They no longer 
produce their own food. So there is 
an offset to the farmer's loss on his 
hay and oats. He must -grow more 
food for people, less for horses. 


Artificial silk, the product of a 


modern invention, has almost ruined 
the cotton market; women prefer 
silk, real or manufactured 
from 


wood pulp, and invention has cheap- 
ened both kinds while incomes have 
increased so that tens of millions 
who used to have troubte buying 
enough cotton goods for clothing can 
now dress in silk, or its imitation, 
rayon. Now a new process for get- 
ting a sugar substitute out of cotton 
seed may bring cotton back as a 
profitable crop. 


A few years ago few homes and 


fewer business buildings were warm 
iamiiighiifor mmfinrtrin- winti"r in -the 
northern parts of the country where 
population is thickest. People had to 
wear wool indoors and out to keep 
from freezing. Innumerable inven- 
tions and cheapening means of pro- 
duction of heating devices make 
such protection unnecessary indoors, 
while outdoors, in motion, light 
clothing suffices even in the coldest 
weather except for a heavy over- 
coat. The closed ear put the finish- 
ing 
touch on the wool industry. 


Sheep farmers who thought they 
were established for life have gone 
out of that line into others. 


When most of the people lived in 


the country the nation as a whole 
ate bulky food. Now we are -moving 
into the cities and demand concen- 
trated nourishment. This has im- 
mensely cut down the consumption 
of wheat and 'corn, enormously in- 
creased the demand for dairy pro- 
ducts—milk, cheese and butter—for 
pork, for eggs and poultry. The in- 
dustrial shift to the towns means a 
parallel shift on the farm. It takes 
two acres of land to produce dairy 
products equivalent in food value to 
one acre in wheat. 


We are shifting rapidly to the ci- 


ties. Census returns up to the latter 
part of April indicate that the farm 
population has fallen off even more 
than was anticipated, and that with 
hardly an exception the cities have 
grown hugely. Atlanta has increased 
its population 35 per cent in ten 
years; Austin, Texas, 48 per cent; 
Lakeland, Florida, 130 per cent; 
Ventura, California, 186 per cent; 
Decatur, Georgia, 121 per 
cent; 


Phoenix, 
Arizona, 
GO per 
cent; 


Lynehburg, Virginia, 34 per cent, 
and so on. In between the farm and 
the city, however, are the small 
towns which also seem to be shar- 
ing in the increased concentration 
of population, so far as incomplete 
returns show. 


A few years ago to own a coal 


mine was to have a fortune. Today 
it is hard to sell coal except from 
favorably located mines, so rapid 
has been the extension of natural gas 
pipelines to centers of population 
;md the substitution of oil fuel for 
ships and railroads. 


Ten years ago the radio was un- 


known; today half a million people 
lire engaged in making, selling, ser- 
vicing 
radios 
and 
broadcasting. 


There :i re perhaps UH many more en- 
gaped in the various occupations in- 
cidental to flying. 


How the extension of electric light 


and power lines has.brot hundreds 
of thtttisnnd? of workers into new 
occupations in that field alone, and 
by 
enabling factories 
to 
operate 


close to the source of their raw ma- 
terials, is converting hundreds of 
rural villages into industrial centers, 
is a familiar story. That expansion 
ha? not stopped: it may almost be 
said to have hardly begun. And ev- 
ery new step which it takes means 
another shift of people from place 
to place of men and women from 
one sort of job to another sort of 
job. 


There will never be a complete end 


to unemployment until such changes 
as those and the changes which are 
still to coiae have ceased. That time 
ia not in sight and there is nothing 


to indicate that we shall ever reach 
it. So long as there are new things 
to do. more young people will try to 
do them than the new industries 
have permanent places for. There 
will always be a fringe of the less 
competent out of work. But unem- 
ployment does not always mean dis- 
tress. With all of our fluidity of 
occupational relationships, we, the 
American people as a whole, have a 
larger cash reserve, in savings banks 
and life insurance surpluses avail- 
able as loans on policies, as well as 
in commercial checking accounts, 
than any other people in the world. 


One interesting fact which has just 


been disclosed is that the heavy 
withdrawals from savings banks and 
on life insurance policies at the time 
of the Wall street slump last fall 
were not entirely, as had been sup- 
posed, to relieve the distress of those 
who had lost their money in the 
stock market. It turns out that these 
withdrawals were largely by thrifty 
people who realized that the time to 
invest in sound securities was when 
prices were at the bottom, "nd the 
stockholders' lists of the great basis 
corporations reflect this in the im- 
mense increase of the number of in- 
dividual stockholders since last No- 
vember. 


Most of us think we want security. 


Really most of us, being Americans 
and therefore deriving our heritage 
from ancestors afflicted with the 
wandering foot, want adventure. We 
can grumble loudly enough when any 
of the constant changes in our in 
dustrial and economic scheme af- 
fects us adversely, bnt at heart most 
of us feel that we would rather live 
excitingly in America than safely 
somewhere else.

Proper Diet for 


Motors Urged 


by Oil Firm

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The hottest object anywhere near 


the earth is the moon. Also it is the 
coldest. Observers using the 100- 
inch telescope on Mount Wilson 
have been measuring <the moon's 
temperature for a year. They report 
that the parts of the moon on which 
the sun shines are hotter than boil- 
ing water, arid the side away from 
the sun is at least 254 degrees below 
zero. 
The reason for this is that the 


moon is a dry, dead mass of cooled- 
off lava, or melted rock. It has no 
water, no vegetation, no life, noth- 
ing to make clouds to temper the 
rays of the sun. If it were not for 
water vapor in the earth's atmos- 
phere we could not live on it. The 
blanket of vapor keeps the heat from 
the sun from burning us up in the 
daytime, prevents that heat from es- 
caping at night. 


One way astronomers can tell 


whether other planets than ours are 
probably inhabited or not is by stu- 
dying their atmosphere thru their 
great telescope. The only one on 
which it seems possible fqr life as 
we know it to exist is Mars. 'When 
the new 200-inch telescope is finish- 
ed we shall probably get some evi- 
dence as to the population of Mars.

Elmer Sperry, inventor, has just 


retired from business at 72. He pro- 
bably will keep on inventing. He 
built the first electric lighting sta- 
tion in the world, using arc lights, 
before Edison invented the incandes- 
cent bulb. He invented the modern 
electric coal-mining machinery. He 
made the first electric automobile. 
He invented a process for extracting 
chlorine and alkali from common 
salt, which forms the basis of one of 
the great electric power industries 
at Niagara Falls. He discovered a 
way of reclaiming tin from old tin 
cans, founding a business which 
buys tin scraps from the tin can 
factories, removes the tin and sells 
it to silk manufacturers to weight 
their goods and melts up the iron 
plates into window-sash weights. He 
invented and built the most power- 
ful searchlights in the world, giving 
off more candlepower per square 
inch of surface than the sun itself, 
and now used by every army and 
navy in the world. 


Sperry is best known as the in- 


ventor of "Metal Mike," the auto- 
matic steersman for ships, utilizing 
the mysterious principle of the gyro- 
scope. He invented the gyroscopic 
compass, the gyroscopic stabilizer for 
ships and for airplanes. One of his 
recent inventions tells railroad men 
whether there are any hidden flaws 
in their rails. His latest is a light- 
weight Diesel type engine for air- 
planes. Only Edison has produced 
more useful inventions than Elmer 
Sperry.

PAST WATER CONTROVERSIES 


REVIEWED BY PIONEER 


So much has been said and print- 


ed this last few weeks regarding 
water in southern California, and 
particularly in tlus section, that 
some .may be lead to believe this is 
a new problem, but records show 
this has been the cause of more 
concern and controversy since the 
settling of the San Gabriel valley 
than pevhaps any other. 
, 


While in a reminiscent mood this 


week, A. T. Blain of Duarte stated, 
"When I came to Duarte about the 
middle of 1884 I was assured by the 
real estate agent who helped us lo- 
cate that Duarte water rights were 
absolutely unquestioned and no 
chance existed for contest." 


Mr. Blain then explained in detail 


how other interests were developed 
nearby and land placed in. the mar- 
ket, together with the right to the 
same water allocated to lands ac- 
quired by him. 


"At this time (1885) water was 


less plentiful," continued Mr. Blain, 
"and efforts were made to increase 
the supply by driving tunnels into 
the mountain. This was successful 
in part, but was the start of long 
controversy and bitterly contested 
arguments. 


lowed fight at the cannon.' At dif- 
ferent times each side had armed 
guards watching the water, and more 
than once both sides had armed men 
in charge at the same time. 


"The situation became so intoler- 


able that even the radicals agreed it 
would be better to stop quarrelling 
and settle the matter once and for 
all.

"Except in a very few, widely scat- 
tered and especially favored regions, 
the farming districts of the United 
States are losing population. 


That is true not only of the strict- 


ly agricultural territory, but of the 
little villages which once were the 
farmers' trading centers. 


All over the United States, the 


census returns so far completed tell 
the same story. The little villages 
of 500 or so are disappearing, Some 
of < them, are already down- to the 
dimensions of a filling 'station and 
hot dog stand. Almost all of them 
show a decline in population since' 
1920. 


Where have the people gone, who 


used to Uve on the farms and in 
these little country hamlets? To the 
big cities? All of the big cities show 
population gains. The biggest cities 
naturally show the biggest gams. 
But that does not mean that the 
farmers of the United States are 
flocking into Chicago, Detroit, Phila- 
delphia and New York. 


They are moving to town, but to 


the nearby > growing country towns. 
For while the very small villages 
are mostly getting smaller, the trend 
of census returns to date indicates 
clearly that the medium-sized coun- 
try" towns, the larger rural com- 
munities and the small cities, are 
all growing. The towns that had a 
thousand or .so in 1920 are now 
mostly in the 1500-2500 class. Towns 
of 5,000 fen years ago now have 
from 7,500 to 15,000 inhabitants as a 
general thing. One of the moat in- 
teresting single groups of facts dis- 
closed by census returns as publish- 
ed so far, is the large number of 
little cities which have jumped into 
the 10,000 class. And the same holds 
good all along the line. 


We are all moving into town. But 


that doesn't mean that we are all 
becoming city folks. 


We are moving into town for sev- 


eral reasons.' Some of us—a good 
many of us—are still farmers, al- 
tho living in good-sized communi- 
ties. In that respect we* are getting 
to be like the farmers of Europe. 
Over there the farmer seldom lives 
on his farm, unless it is a very big 
farm, in which case he usually lives 
in a castle or manor house and his 
tenants, who rent their little farms 
from him, live in a village which he 
owns. Farm-houses scattered over 
the countryside, a mile or three or 
ten miles apart, are almost unknown

ways lived in towns, however. They 
had to live in communities in the 
old days, for protection against wild 
beasts and robbers, and they have 
kept up the habit of community life, 
going out each day to their farms, 
perhaps several miles away from 
their homes. On this side of the 
Atlantic, however, men 
started 


farming before there were towns, 
and we established the habit of liv- 
ing on the farm in the beginning of 
our development, and kept on living 
that way from force of habit, in part, 
and in part because most farmers 
couldn't live in any other way and 
keep on being farmers. 


We have. talked a lot about the 


joys of rural life, and there is much 
to be said for the farm house as a 
place for a big family to grow up in. 
But we're not raising such big fam- 
ilies, and you never heard the wo- 
men folks on the farm say very, 
much about how happy they were 
to be snowed in in winter, mired in 
in spring, and the teams all too busy 
to take them to town when the 
roads did happen to be passable. 


The plain fact is, that we have 


been living on the farms because we 


munities of more than 2,500 
"urban" and all below that as 
"rural," but we all know of towns 
smaller than 2,500 which have many 
metropolitan characteristics and of 
towns of seven or eight or t$n thou- 
sand which are still rural in their 
outlook. • 


The tendency, however, is toward 


the same kind of living in the small 
cities as in the big ones, in the big 
towns and villages as in the small 
cities. We not merely dress alike 
all over the United States, listen to 
the same things over the radio, see 
the same movies, read the same 
magazines and books, eat the same 
food from the same kind of cans, 
drive the same kinds of cars, but be- 
cause we live in closer contact with 
one another we tend to think alike. 
There is, for example, no longer the 
difference in.point of View between 
the city dweller and the inhabitant 
of the small town which used to 
make it almost impossible for them 
to understand each other. 


Very well, then; we ars becoming 


a nation of community dwellers— 
have become such, in fact, without 
noticing the change very much. 
What are we going Jo do about it, 
and, more important, what is it all 
doing to us? 


First off, an increasing proportion 


of us are becoming fabricators of 
finished 
commodities instead of 


growers of the raw materials of 
commodities. And that certainly 
means that those who do remain on 
the farms are bound to get along 
better than was the case when there 
were too many growers in proportion 
to the number of consumers of farm 
products. 


Second, we, as community dwel- 


lers, are developing new tastes and 
wants and making the market for 
all sorts of manufactured commodi- 
ties greater than it was. We began 
to realize, just after the war, that 
America had become an industrial 
nation. Now, ten years later, we find 
that industry is spreading out to the 
small cities and big towns, that bet- 
ter transportation facilities and the 
extension of electric power lines are 
bringing industries into, the little 
communities. And that means that 
the problem of the wage-earner is 
becoming more and more important 
to larger numbers of people than the 
problems of the farmer "are. 


The affairs of the community as 


such command more and more at- 
tention as communities grow larger 


jiving in crowds has a definite effect 
upon manners and customs. The 
>ressure of the mass upon the indi- 
vidual has a moulding effect on 
character. Personal rights have to 
oe subordinated, in many respects, 
to the rights of the social group. 


It would be interesting, if one 


could do it, to come back to Amer- 
ica a hundred years from now, and 
see what changes have occurred in 
the American people themselves as 
a result of the closer-knit commun- 
ity life upon which we,- as a people

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FRITTERS TEMPT SPRING 


APPETITE 


Fritters are one of 'those appetiz-, 


ing small things for the table that 
add an air to an otherwise rather 
ordinary meal. Here are some good 
recipes for fritters for any one of 
the three meals: 


Peach Fritters 


Dip halved canned peaches in 


sweetened fritter batter and then fry 
them in deep fat. Drain them thor- 
oughly on brown paper, roll them 
in powdered sugar and serve them 
hot. 


Cheese Fritters 


Add grated cheese to fritter bat- 


ter, drop by spoonfuls into the hot 
fat, drain on soft paper and serve 
with a little grated cheese sprinkled 
over each. 


Apple Fritters 
' 


Pare and core several apples. Cut 


crosswise in thin slices so each will 
be doughnut shaped. Dip in lemon 
juice and then sprinkle with brown 
sugar, cinnamon and nutmeg. Final- 
ly dip in the usual fritter batter and 
fry quickly in hot fat. Sprinkle with 
powdered sugar as served. . 


Banana Fritters 


j3ananas should be cut in round 


slices about an inch thick; or, they 
may be cut in halves and split. Dip 
' in fritter batter and fry. 


Orange Fritters 


Pr/el two oranges and separate into 


sections. Make an opening in each 
section just large enough to admit of 
passage for seeds, which should be 
removed. Dip sections in batter and 
fry in deep fat. Drain, and sprinkle, 
with powdered sugar. Serve hot, 
with orange sauce. 


- Pimiento Fritters 


Drain canned pimientos and wipe 


as dry as possible. Insert in each a 
small slice of American cheese. 
Sprinkle 'with salt and pepper and 
dredge with Hour. Saute in butter, 
first one side and then on the other 
until thoroly heated and cheese be- 
gins to inelt Serve on squares of 
buttered toast, garnished with par- 
sley. Or dip in batter, and fry in 
deep fat.

'Except in a very few, widely scat- 
tered and especially favored regions, 
the farming districts of the United 
States are losing population. 


That is true not only of the strict- 


ly agricultural territory, but of the 
little villages which once were the 
farmers' trading centers. 


All over the United States, the 


census returns so far completed tell 
the same story. The little villages 
of 500 or so are disappearing. Some 
of them are already down to the 
dimensions of a filling station and 
hot dog stand. Almost all of them 
show a decline in population since 
1920. 


Where have the people gone, who 


used to live on the farms and' in 
these little country hamlets? To the 
big cities? All- of the big cities show 
population gains. The biggest cities 
naturally show the biggest gains. 
But that does' not mean that the 
farmers of the United States are 
Socking into Chicago, Detroit, Phila- 
delphia and New York. 


They are moving to town, but to 


the nearby, growing country towns. 
For while the very small villages 
are mostly getting smaller, the trend 
of census returns to date indicates 
clearly that the medium-sized coun- 
try" towns, the larger rural com- 
munities and the small cities, are 
all growing. The towns that had a 
thousand or so hi 1920 are now 
mostly in the 1500-2500 class. Towns 
of 5,000 ten years ago now have 
from 7,500 to 15,000 inhabitants as a 
general thing. One of the most in- 
teresting single groups of facts dis- 
closed by census returns as publish- 
ed so far, is the large number of 
little cities which have jumped into 
the 10,000 class. And the same holds 
good all along the line. 


We are all moving into town. But 


that doesn't mean that we are all 
becoming city folks. 


We are moving into town for sev- 


eral reasons.' Some of us—a good 
many of us—are still farmers, al- 
tho living in good-sized communi- 
ties. In that respect we" are getting 
to be like the farmers of Europe. 
Over there the farmer seldom lives 
on his farm, unless it is a very big 
farm, in which case he usually lives 
in a castle or manor house and his 
tenants, who rent their little farms 
from him, live in a village which he 
owns. Farm-houses scattered over 
the countryside, a mile or three or 
ten miles apart, are almost unknown 
in Europe. 


The European farmers have .al- 


ways lived in towns, however. They 
had to live in communities in the 
old days, for protection against wild 
beasts and robbers, and they have 
kept up the habit of community life, 
going out each day to then- farms, 
perhaps several miles away from 
their homes. On this side of the 
Atlantic, 
however, men 
started 


farming before there were towns, 
and we established the habit of liv- 
ing on the farm in the beginning of 
our development, and kept on living 
that way from force of habit, in part, 
and in part because most fan.iera 
couldn't live in any other way and 
keep on being farmers. 


We have.talked a lot about the 


joys of rural life, and there is much 
to be1 said for the farm house as a 
place for a big family to grow up in. 
But we're not raising such big fam- 
ilies, and you never heard the wo- 
men folks on the farm say very, 
much about how happy they were 
to be snowed in in winter, mired in 
in spring, and the teams all too busy 
to take them to town when the 
roads did happen to be passable. 


The plain fact is, that we have 


been living on the farms because we

had to. We had to until the auto- 
mobile and its offspring, good roads, 
came along. Even then the older 
generation, fixed in its habits, re- 
sisted the idea of moving to town, 
altho they all enjoyed getting to 
town easier and oftener than before. 
But with the rise of the movies and 
other entertainment, with the super- 
ior shopping facilities which the 
larger communities could offer, with 
better churches and better schools 
in the, towns than the strictly farm- 
ing community could support, and 
most of $1,' with r chance"for the 
boys and girls to earn a living in 
ways which they liked better than 
farming and which, for most of 
them, promised to pay them better 
than farming, the movement from 
farm to town" began to set in strong- 
ly. 


In'other words,-rural life in Amer- 


ica is now definitely community life 
—large town or small city life—for 
probably three-quarters of our pop- 
ulation. The census figures don't 
show with great precision just what 
proportion of the total population 
still lives in communities having a 
decidedly fural outlook. The gov- 
ernment arbitrarily classes all com- 
munities of more lhan 2,500 as 
"urban" and all below that as 
"rural," but we all know of towns 
smaller than 2,500 which have many 
metropolitan characteristics and of 
towns of seven or eight or ten thou- 
sand which are still rural in their 
outlook. • 


The tendency, however, is toward 


the same kind of living in the small 
cities as in the big ones, in the big 
towns and villages as in the small 
cities. We not merely dress alike 
all over the United States, listen to 
the same things over the radio, see 
the same movies, read the same 
magazines and bdolcs, eat the same 
food from the same kind of cans 
drive the same kinds of cars, but be- 
cause we live in closer contact with 
one another we tend to think alike 
There is, for example, no longer the 
difference in.point of View between 
the city dweller and the inhabitan 
of the small town which used to 
make it almost impossible for them 
to understand each other. 


Very well, then; we are becoming 


a nation of community dwellers— 
have become such, in fact, withou 
noticing the change very much 
What are we going {o do about it 
and, more important, what is it al 
doing to us? 


First off, an increasing proportion 


of us are becoming fabricators o 
finished commodities instead 
of! 


growers of the raw materials of' 
commodities. 
And that certainly 


means that those who do remain on 
the farms are bound to get along 
better than was the case when there 
were too many growers in proportion 
to the number of consumers of farm 
products. 


Second, we, as community dwel- 


lers, are developing new tastes and 
wants and making the market for 
all sorts of manufactured commodi- 
ties greater than it was. We began 
to realize, just after the war, that 
America had become an industrial 
nation. Now, ten years later, we find 
that industry is spreading out to the 
small cities and big towns, that bet- 
ter transportation facilities and the 
extension, of electric power lines are 
bringing industries into, the little 
communities. And that means that 
the problem of the wage-earner is 
becoming more and mere important 
to larger irjimbers of people than the 
problems of the farmer 'are. 


The affairs of the community as 


such command more and more at- 
tention as communities grow larger.

It would be interesting, if one

International Misunderstandings— 


American motion pictures go into every corner of the 


world. It is increasingly difficult for picture producers to 
make films which will not give offense somewhere. Na- 
tional pride is hurt when the people of any race or country 
are depicted in characters which are offensive. The British 
public protested against "Broken Blossoms," in which Eng- 
lish people were shown in a derogatory light. "Street An- 
gel" has been held by Mussolini's government to be offen- 
sive to Italians. .The French think they were insulted in 
"Beau Geste." Russians say that "Volga Boatman" mis- 
represents the Russian people. There were riots in China 
over the "Thief of Bagdad" and "Welcome Danger" in 
which the villains were Chinese. 


It seems to be true that the only people who can be por- 


trayed on the screen in vicious or criminal characters are 
Americans, if the movies are to escape censure somewhere 
or other. But in that case, what of the impression of Amer- 
ica and the Americans which they convey to the people of 
other countries? 


•Eecently a film, was shown in France in which a marine 


in Nicaragua is made to say that he and his comrades are 
there to protect the interests of big business. Numerous 
protests against this film were made to the authorities at 
Washington, who replied that they were powerless to stop 
its presentation. Doubtless it will be shown everywhere, 
including Latin-America, where the people just now have 
especially tender corns and look upon almost anything the 
United States does as an effort to tread on them. 


No intelligent American believes that we have any im- 


perialistic 'desires toward South. America, but our neigh- 
bors down there do believe that we have, and anything, 
however trivial, which, tends to foster that belief, is a stupid 
blunder, if nothing worse. 


If people everywhere were governed by reason and thot 


logically they would understand that the screen presents 
fiction, not fact; Bnt^hfrva^Magorifcyx^seEe^enjaiidiencca, 
including our own, do not reason. They are governed by 
their emotions and beliefs, and they'believe what they see 
at the movies, if not literally true, is at least a true repre- 
sentation of the life and classes of people which it portrays. 
And that is, after all, the most serious charge against the 
motion picture. Its capacity for impairing the morals of 
the young is trivial compared with its capacity for implant- 
ing beliefs about life and people which are seldom more 
than half true and frequently totally false.

Poetry and Life— 


The announcement that John Masefield has been appoint- 


. ed poet laureate of England, succeeding the late Robert 


Bridges, revives interest in poetry as a means of expression, 
as well as in the ancient office of poet laureate to the king 
of England. 


The earlier poets laureate were a kind of glorified royal 


minstrels, who were supposed to sound the praises of the king 
on every possible occasion. Naturally, the necessity for being 
a sort of lyrical "yes-man" did not attract the poets of the 
highest genius, and there have been few holders of thai title 
whose names are now remembered. But when Queen Victoria 
appointed Alfred Tennyson as laureate a new style was set. 
Tennyson refused to write poetry to order. He did compose 
some verses in commemoration of events in the life of royalty, 
but they rank among his poorest work. But Tennyson was 
the greatest poet of his day, one of the greatest who ever 
wrote in the English language, and he gave to the title of 
poet laureate a new dignity. 


Tennyson's successor, Robert Bridges, was regarded in 


literary circles ,as a first-rate poet, but his work has never 
had the popular appeal that Tennyson's had. Few of his 
poems are known at all in America. For that matter, few of 
John Masefield's poems are known on this side of the water. 
The only living English poet whose \^ork has had American 
popularity comparable with Tennyson's is Rudyard Kipling, 
and Kipling is now an old man and probably would not have 
accepted the post of laureate even if it had been offered to 


. him. And that was put of the question, since the king's ap- 
pointment was made on the recommendation of the prime 
minister, and the present prime minister, Ramsay Masdon- 
ald, is at odds with his predecessor, Stanley Baldwin, who 
happens to be Kipling's brother-in-law. 


John Masefield is a different sort of poet. English to the 


core, he has expressed in his poems a deep sympathy with 
and understanding of the working classes and the "under 
dogs" generally. His youth was spent in poverty, one" almost 
says as a tramp. He served before the mast as a sailor, found 
himself stranded in New York and earned his bed and board 
by acting as a porter for a friendly saloon-keeper. Yet his 
poem, "Reynard the Box," brot him the instant approval 
of the English aristocracy. He. now lives at Oxford, in the 
shadow of the historic university, and runs a little theater 
where he produces original plays. . 


In another respect John ^Masefield differs from the tradi- 


tional poet; he is a teetotaler. "Inspiration must come from 
a man's own soul and not from alcohol," he says. He is now 
55 years old, with -every expectation of twenty years more 
of productive life, during which everything he writes will be 
eagerly read all over the world.
